Many Good 
Signs Crop 
Up in Loss

Much to the dismay of the lo* 


cal followers, the Hope Bobcats 
were beaten 7-0 by the Ashdown 
Panthers in the 1968 home open* 
er last Friday night at H&mmons 
Stadium, 


Although it was a heartbreak* 


ing loss and was really a bitter 
pill, there were many good per* 
formances, In the opinion of this 
writer, who should be joined by 
many others who saw the gams 
Itself, the Bobcats played well 
enough to win, 


Probably the most evident sur- 


prise was the hard tackllngof the 
tough Bobcat defensive unit, Time 
after time five and six players 
would demonstrate beautifully 
the philosophy of gang tackling, 
a policy which, in effect, wears 
down the opposing backs a mite 
quicker, 


One Interesting note Is a look 


at Ashdown's offensive statls* 
tics, In the first half the Pan- 
thers picked up 109 yards in to- 
tal offense, Including 74 passing 
and 35 on the ground. At the 
game's end the visitors only had 
80 yards in the air and 38 yards 
rushing, amounting to exactly 
nine yards total offense for Ash- 
down in the second half. 


This 
Is quite stimulating, 


meaning that the Hope team ef- 
fort actually grew stronger af- 
ter the first two periods. Over 
the past several years Hope had 
gained a reputation around 4-AA 
as being a first half ballclub 
that faded in the late going. With 
such a good performance in only 
the first game, when the team Is 
not usually ready for the long 
playing time, our Bobcats might 
easily develop into an exciting 
team to watch. 


Still more evidence to the facts 


stated above are the Hope offen- 
sive records. With only 79 yards 
gained at halftime, the Cats came 
back and rolled up 123 yards in 
the final half, all on the ground. 
This is also to point out that if 
the locals can work up an ade- 
quate passing attack, which we 
may already have, then Hope 
should be a wide-open offensive 
team when conference play rolls 
around in three weeks. 


Junior David Still did a fine job 


in his punting role, getting off 
two boots for a fine 40.5 average 
before^ haying one blocked'in. the 
third quarter.- Overall- the cover- 
age on kicks was good, with no 
runbacks on either of the punts. 


The thing that really killed the 


Bobcats' chances was a strong 
case of fumbleltis, which took its 
toll in eight cases, five of which 
meant an unnecessary turnover 
at a bad time, Recounting the sit- 
uations around which Hope lost

weekend, and a South Viet- 
namese brigadier general was 
killed shortly after one of Ms 
battalions repulsed n attack on 
the Due Lap Special Forces 
nmp and killed 47 North Viet- 
namese. 


Forty miles north of Due Lap, 


near Ban Me Thuot, South Viet- 
namese militiamen backed by a 
U.S. 
armored column reported 


another 47 North Vietnamese 
killed. Other American forces 
claimed they killed 82 enemy In 
two battles south and northwest 
of Saigon. 


The skin South Vietnamese 


commander, Brig. Gen. Truong 
Quang An, 36, was the first 
South Vietnamese general killed 
In combat since 1061. Three 
American generals have been 
killed In action since that time. 


Gen. 
An, his wife, his two 


chief American advisers and 
two U.S. helicopter pilots were 
killed when their helicopter was 
shot out of the air by North 
Vietnamese gunners eight miles 
northeast of the Due Lap camp. 
Two American door gunners 
were rescued from the burning 
wreckage. 


The American advisers were 


a colonel and a sergeant major. 
Their Identities were withheld. 


Gen. An was on an Inspection 


tour of the Green Beret camp at 
Due Lap a few hours after a 
battalion from his 23rd Infantry 
Division had beaten back North 
Vietnamese 
troops 
on 
the 


camp's fringes. Two South Viet- 
namese were killed. 


Due Lap, a strategic watching 


post near the Cambodian bor- 
der, wlthst-xxl a slego by some 


•'• 3,<K)0 North-.Vietnamese soldiers 


two weeks ago. It is considered 
vital for observing enemy infil- 
tration into the central high- 
lands. 


About 40 miles north of Due 


LAP, 
South Vietnamese militia- 


men and an armored column 
from the U.S. 4th Infantry Divi- 
sion ran Into a North Viet- 
namese force while opening a 
section of a highway north of 
Ban Me Thuot. The militiamen 
reported killing 47 of the enemy 
while suffering one dead and 
three wounded. No American 
casualties were reported. 


Ban Me Thuot, like Due Lap, 


is considered a key enemy tar- 
get In the central highlands. It 
Is an Important provincial capi- 
tal and headquarters of the 
Montagnards—mountain tribes- 
men. 


In one of the battles near Sai- 


gon, troops of the U.S. 101st Air- 
borne Division tangled with part 
of a veteran Viet Cong regiment 
at X Sa Nho village, 30 miles 
northwest of Saigon. They re- 
ported killing 35 enemy and tak- 
ing two prisoners. U.S. losses 
were put at 12 killed and 21 
wounded. 


The Americans burned down 


most of the houses In the village 
after the enemy withdrew, A 
military spikesman said every 
house 
set 
ablaze 
contained 


North Vietnamese army equip- 
ment, weapons, packs or uni- 
forms, 


U.S, ground and air forces 


also chased small units of Viet 
Cong on the run In the Mekong 
Delta, 17 miles south of Saigon, 
Helicopter gunshlps accounted 
for most of the 47 enemy report- 
ed killed In this action, Five 
Americans 
were 
reported 


wounded, 


The delta fighting began Sat- 


urday when more than 200 U,S, 
9th Division infantrymen landed 
along the Raeh Ben Tre River 
and engaged a Viet Cong force 
of equal size. About 800 Amerl« 
can reinforcements pour«4 in, 
and 'he outnumbered enemy 
broke and fled, many of them 
plunging into the river.

PHILADELPHIA (AP) - Hu- 


bert H. Humphrey launched his 
first cnast-tocoast barnstorm- 
ing tour today by calling on the 
nation to reject what he termed 
the "Old Era" of conflict and 
hatred for a "New Day" of 
hope, equality and unity. 
"I appeal not to your fears, 


but to your reason," Humphrey 
said. "I ask you to vote your 
hopes, not your hates." 


His speech, prepared for a 


midday Philadelphia rally, reit- 
erated the themes he introduced 
in his formal presidential cam- 
paign opener 
in Washington 


Sunday. 


The vice president charged 


that his Republican opponent, 
Richard M. Nixon—who was not 
mentioned by name in the text 
~"Js openly competing for the 
same votes as George Wallace 
— for the votes of people who 
want at best to slow things down 
when it comes to programs that 
offer the way out of tension and 
trouble ia America," 


Humphrey termed the 1968 


election "a national referendum 
—aothiag iess>-> oa human rights 
and human opportunity," saying 
that the choice this year is? 
"Are we going to accept as ia* 
editable the conflict and hatred 
whiQh are becoming a part of 
our everyday life?" 


"The choice, he went on, is 


"betweea oae America an4 an 
America of apartheid .., be« 
iween the America of the Qd 
Era and the America of the 
New Pay," 


"Turn away from the old Era 


when an American boy who 
fought in an integrated bunker 
a.t Kbesanb could come home to 
a segregated, slum in America," 
Humphrey said, "^bpoje the 
New Pay when that boy can 
come home to a job, to training, 
to equality before the law and in 
his neighborhood.

Thinks Israel 
Should Be 
Superior

NEW YORK (AP) - Richard 


M. Nixon says the United States 
must take a careful look at 
peacemaking moves 
with the 


Soviet 
Union. And, he wants 


America to assure technological 
military superiority for Israel to 
offset the Russian buildup of 
Arab nations. 


In the final day Sunday of a 


campaign trip that stretched 
from 
San Francisco to New 


York, the Republican presiden- 
tial 
candidate called for a 


stronger stand against the So- 
viets on three fronts. 


Nixon is resting today In his 


New York apartment. 


In Washington, he told 
the 


triennial convention of B'nai 
B'rith, an international Jewish 
organization, that he supports a 
policy that would give Israel a 
technological military margin 
that would more than offset her 
hostile neighbors numerical su- 
periority." 


Nixon, accusing the Soviet 


Union of giving arms to the Ar- 
abs to promote its own interest 
in the Middle East conceded 
"some may call this a hard 
line." But he said such talk was 
needed to convince potential ag- 
gressors not to make "a miscal- 
culation." 


Nixon's speech was interrupt- 


ed by applause 10 times. 


At a news conference In Pitts- 


burgh earlier in the day, Nixon 
spelled out two areas where he 
indicated a tougher U.S. policy 
might be needed, 


Ho said, "I am concerned 


about somo of the provisions" of 


the treaty against the spread of 
nuclear weapons—signed by the 
United States and Soviet Union 
and now awaiting Senate ratifi- 
cation by the Senate. 


"I favor the principle of non- 


proliferation," 
Nixon said. "I 


believe we should negotiate a 
nonproliferation treaty." But he 
said he was going to discuss the 
matter this week with Gov. Nel- 
son A. Rockefeller of New York, 
whom he described as having 
"some rather strong reserva- 
tions about the advislbility of 
going forward with the treaty at 
this time because of develop- 
ments in Czechoslovakia as well 
as because he is, concerned 
about certain provisions of the 
treaty." 


Nixon also cited the Soviet in- 


vasion of Czechoslovakia as a 
reason for taking a look at an- 
other area— President Johnson's 
plan for "building bridges" to 
the Soviet Union by closer coop- 
eration in some fields. 
"I think there has to be a re- 


evaluation of the entire bridge 
building program/' said Nixon. 


He said he wasn't in favor of 


scrapping it, but he suggested 
"we re-evaluate those negotia- 
tions in the light of wliat hap- 
pened in Czechoslovakia be- 
cause if after what the Soviet 
Union and its Eastern European 
associates did In Czechoslova- 
kia, the United States immedi- 
ately went forward with an act 
that would be interpreted as 
being completely blind to that, 
and in fact condoning it, that 
would have a tremendously bad 
moral effect." 


Rockefeller said in a state- 


ment Saturday that approval of 
the treaty now "might 
be 


construed as condoning" the in- 
vasion of Czechoslovakia. He 
said the occupation violated the 
•spirit of the treaty even before 
its ratification.

Upsurge of 
Transplants 
Predicted

NEW YORK (AP) - With thft 


number of heart transplant op» 
e rations throughout the world 
edging near 50, a scientist pre- 
dicts an even greater upsurge In 
the number of operations over 
the coining months, 


Dr. F. C. Spencer of the New 


York University Modical Center 
also said that despite the ob- 
vious success of the heart trans- 
plants so far, a great number of 
questions remain. 


One problem that needs ex- 


ploring, Spencer said, is why 
many recipients seem to re- 
spond either "extremely badly 
or extremely well." 


He told the second Interna- 


tional Congress of the trans- 
plantation Society Sunday that 
the next year will provide major 
and needed Information about 
long-term survival of recipients, 
adding, "I predict a great in- 
crease In frequency In the next 
several months." 


The-society held its first meet- 


ing last year in Paris. 


Dr. Theodore Cooper, director 


of the U.S. National Institutes of 
Health, told the hundreds of re- 
searchers Sunday that the Unit- 
ed States is setting up a cardiac 
transplantation 
registry 
to 


record treatment and results on 
all heart transplants for the use 
of the world's scientists. 


Cooper also cited the problem 


of supply and demand In heart 
transplants. Government statis- 
tics show that there are .200,000, 
deaths each year in the United 
States from acquired heart dis- 
ease, he said. 


''For the 80,000 or so of these 


which occur before the patient 
can reach the hospital," he said, 
"only prevention will provide a 
cure." 


Of the 120,000 who get to a 


hospital, about 40,000 might be 
returned to the community with- 
out surgery. That leaves 80,000 
persons each year who "clearly 
require new forms of surgery," 
Cooper said. 


There are about 8,000 deaths 


each year from congenital heart 
disease occurring before the age 
of 1 year, but these are largely 
due to lesions that could be han- 
dled with other surgery. Various 
other cases would amount to 
about 1,000 additional persons a 
year to be added to the 80,000 
transplant candidates. 


Looking at a potential supply 


of donors, Cooper said there are 
260,000 deaths of men and wom- 
en between the ages of 15 and 64 
each year from causes other 
than cancer or heart disease. 


Assuming that all would be 


suitable donors, he added, that 
means that one out of three 
would have to be willing and 
available as a donor to supply 
the 81,000candidates. 


"Assuming the willingness," 


Cooper continued, "the availa- 
bility does raise some impres- 
sive problems in logistics and 
preservation,"
